RARE SET OF HISTORICAL 
WORKS ACQUIRED BY W. U, 


University Pays $2600 for 121 Vol- 
umes Which Deal With Forma- 
tion of German Spirit. 


A rare set of historical works 


of Central Europe has been ac- 


quired by Washington 
It is a set of the Monumenta Ger- 
maniae Historica, a compilation of 
source material in 121 volumes, be- 
ginning with the first, published in 
1826, and running through to 1861. 


The work is still being published, 


For weeks the American consu- 
lates in the United Kingdom have 
been besieged by prospective im- 
migrants who have cited. their 
steamship tickets as full and suffi- 
cient reasons that they be permit- 
ted to travel to the United States. 

But the new method of’handling 
emigrants requires that anybody 
desiring to g0 to America for in- 
definite residence shall write to the 
nearest American consulate from 
whom he will receive an appoint- 
ment to appear before the consul 
fora visa. Those found eligible for 
admission to the United States will 
receive visa certificates which, 
once granted, will assure the pas- 
sengers of admission to the United 
States without the possibility of 
detention at Ellis Island. 

As far as the quota is concerned 
there will be no detentions, inas- 
much as only a sufficient number 
of visa certificates to absorb the 
quota will be granted. The quota 
for Great Britain and Ulster is 34,- 
007. of which 10 per cent will be 
granted visa certificates monthly.

The books deal frankly with the 
tactical and strategical errors cf 
the medical service in the war, no’- 
ably in areas typical of Middle 
Eastern conditions. No attempt 
has been made to gloss these er- 
rors.

Records Are Broken by Influx 
of Auto Travelers from All 
Over United States.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—The 


national parks throughout the 


country are being visited by un- 
precedented numbers of sightseers. 
some of whom travel from coast to 
coast by automobile to get a 
glimpse of the n ural scenic won- 
ders of the great open spaces of the 
West.
